Bad Move for Defense. 


It was known all along, that Dr. Ham- 


ilton believed I'haw to bo stiil insane, 
and neither side was anxious to call him. 
The defense apparently did not want him 
because of his belief in .Thaw's present 
insanity; the prosecution could not call 
because his relation tu Thaw was that 
of a physician to a pith-ut uiul be would 
not be compelled to testify without n j 
specific waiver of the privilege created 
by their relations.

An example of this was the ease of 


Taylor, which was cited by District At- 
torney Jerome in his argument, ycster- 
dty. Taylor was a paranoiac and com- 
mitted murder while suffering from a 
delusion. It was admitted that he was 
insane, but the alienists would not swear 
tbat'.his'-insarrity was of such a character 
that.be did not know that his act was 
wrong. The appellate court also admit- 
ted that Taylor was •without, doubt in- 
sane, but that under the law, his iu- 
BaBity was not of such a character that 
it excused bis act, and he was executed.
